Washington, July 23 — The 
State Department todky announc- 
ed that \he United States will 
sign treaties with Bulgaria and 
Turkey although, it has never ac- 
tually been at war with either 
country.

GIRL'S BODY EXHUMED- 
NO CLEWS FOUND YET 

Cincinnati, July — Reopening 
late yesterday afternoon at St. 
Stephen's Cemetery, I^'t. Thomas, 
of the grave of Clara l'"isher, 
pretty 15-year-old daughter of 
Anton Fischer, Newport, served 
to verify many of the assump- 
tions upon which investigators 
have been working since Friday 
in an effort to establish the ideni- 
ty of. the ghoul or ghouls who 
took the body from its grave 
Thursday night. 

Detectives are pondering upon 
the possible significance of one 
new feature of the case, namely 
the fact that the girl's left arm 
was broken, presumably when 
the body was e.xhunied by the 
ghouls in the silence of night 
and dragged to the shelter of a 
tree several yards away from the 
gi^ve? A' ntati^ found in the 
grave yesterday may furnish 
another clew detectives said. 

Another angle developed when 
detectives were informed from a 
source which, the^. saidy they 
were not at libierty -to disclose, 
that a> Newport woman who 
suffers from a deformity had 
been told by a fortune teller that 
a deformity of some kind could be 
cured if rubbed with a cloth or 
rag taken from attire of a dead 
person. 

The grave was opened in the 
presence ■ of Campbell County 
officials, operatives of the Cal 
Crim Detective Bureau, and 
Trustees of St. Stephens Ceme- 
tery.

it was ;id(iplcd by the ronvrntion in 
1787 anil before its ralifiiation by all 
cif the States. I hove myself from 
t!'.' iiPiMnniniar been grreatly impressed 
by this 1 arallel between the two 
cveats, and I have been frequently re- 
minded by till' arffuments used 
H;r^in;-t Ibis li -.-'uo of how similar in 
clriiacti 1- aii.! 'ten in presentation 
atv Ibey to Ibc arguments used in 
Home of the State conventloiu that 
were held to ratify the Federal Con- 
xtitution. 

The adoption of that instrument 
wa.s the greatest experiment in gov- 
mmient ever triiil by men. It is 
easy for us now, with our long per- 
spective view, to see how futile, if 
not foolish, were some of the argu- 
mentH iiseil ;igainnt it.t aduptinn. We 
naturally wondi r that siinn' of tlie 
eminent Ktate.siiien of ll-at time could 
liave offered such ohj^'tlons to it or 
could liave hesitated to give it their 
enthusiastic approval. And yet I 
believe, Mr. President, that those 
men, many of them of I'li at rllstinc- 
tioa and ability, had a muc h leason 
to fear disastrous results from the 
adoption of that Constitution as to- 
day the ojip. t: -nts of the leagrue of 
nations li;i> ■ '■> 'ear from the adop- 
tion of Ihi ■ ■• . riant. 

l,(t ■• ■ ' i.oi In carry ourselves 
b;icU !' ' vi lli in our history, 

uncniii'.liteneil by any of the events 
suI>se<|uont to the adoption of the 
Constitution I^<'t us try to loolc into 
the future from that time as our fore- 
fatliers did, .'ind \vr ran hrtti r appre- 
ciate the difllcultie.s that confronted 
them. They realized what an experi- 
ment it would be. They dreaded lest 
ti^e young country, with ita 18 inde- 
depondent States, might embark upon 
i>. sea of greater danger and peril 
than tl\ey had escaped from in sever- 
ing their relations with the mother 
country. 

Even Thomas Jefferson, whose poli- 
tical wlsdoin ami foresij;h have never 
been excellcil l)y any man in his or 
any other generation, said in a letter 
to John Adams of November 13, 1787, 
aiicv tho Philadelphia convention had 
framed the constitution and submit 
ted it to the States: 

How do you like our new ("on.stitu 
I'd?!? 1 confess that there are tilings 
in it which stagger alt my disposition 
to subscribe to what such an assemb- 
ly has proposed. The House of Fed- 
eral Ilepresentatives will not be ade- 
(juate t 1 the management of affairs, 
eillier I'oroign or Federal. Their 
l*resiile';t seems to be a bad edition of 
a Polish Iting. He may be elected 
fron; I'l ur vnont to four vears for 
life. 

Ami lie goes on, calling attention 
t'l other iilijectinns to th<' document. 
)n another letter to a friend, dated 
December 31, 1787, he said: 

As to the new Constitution, I find 
my.telf nearly a neutral. There is a 
gn'at mass of good in it, in a very di-- 
sirabie form, but there is also, to me 
.1 l.itl' r pill or two. 1 have written 
hoinewhat lengthily to Mr. Madison 
upon this subject, and will take the 
liberty to refer you to that part of. 
lav letter to Wm.

Hut as time went on Mr. Jeiferson 
Icfran to change Ms attitude toward 
ttie Constitution and became one of 
the advocates of its adoption.

JUDGE BUCK'S L.&N.LEnER 



(Edite . I From Meade County 
Messenger) 

On an thi r page of this is.sue is 
printed ;i i editorial which anpeared 
in the Gl.isgow Times of May 21, 
1910. It relates to a letter written 
by Judge .James D. Black, who is ask- 
ing the D. mocrats of the Kentucky to 
nominate him for Govemor. 

Wo ba\.' no grievances against 
Judge Black and entertain no per- 
sonal or political ill-will aguin.st 
him, but the Democrats of the State 
arc entitled to and ought to know be- 
fore the primary the public record of 
all candidates for office. 

Tliis railroad letter was published 
in the Courier- Journal last December, 
and since that time Judge Black on 
three different occasions publicly 
.stated that in due time he would ex- 
plain it, but thus far he has failed to 
even try to do so. Evidently he in- 
tends to ignore it, but the Democrats 
of the State cannot aiford to treat it 
with indifference. If it could have 
been explained or defended. Judge 
llhwlc should have done so the day 
after it was piiblLished; he should 
have done so in his opening speech in 
this campaign. His failure to do so 
justifies us in saying that be can 
make no defense and, in plain tauth. 
no explanation or defense can be made 
of a letter like this. 

It is a serious matter for a private 
citizen, much less a public officer, to 
be guilty of the grave oifense of 
tampering with jurors. Suppose you 
bad a case pending against a corpora- 
tion and you discovered that the at- 
tomey for the coiporation bad advis- 
ed his client that a prominent man 
should be given $100 to "fix" the 
Jury; what would you think about it? 
Would you vote for him for Governor 
or any other ofHce? Is there any dif- 
ference between giving money for this 
corrupt purpose and giving a pass 
which represents money? 

The Democrats of the State had an 
experience like this four years ago 
when a candidate was nominated for 
a State office and after his nomina- 
tion it was made public that he had 
been guilty of offenses that showed 
him to be unfit for the office. Mor-

of letters, among them the Black 
letter, wcic introduced as evidence. 
THE PROCEEDINGS AT. THE 
TRIAL, ALL OF THE LETTERS 
WERE PUBLISHED BY CON- 
GRESS, AND MAY BE FOUND IN 
A BOOK STYLED "SENATE 
DOCUMENT NO 30, SIXTY-FOUR- 
TH CONGRESS. FIRST .SESSION." 
Copies of this document can be ob- 
tained from any Senator or Congress- 
man. I 

This trial was had in April, 1916, 
;ind this letter then for the first time 
lx>came public. Does anybody believe 
that if it had Veen known or had been 
made public in 1918 that Judge Black 
could nave been nominated, or if nom- 
inated elected Lieutenant GovemprT 

This letter should be published by 
every Democratic paper in Kentucky 
before the primary, so that the Demo- 
crats of tiie State muy be fully ad- 
vised. If, in the face of this letter, 
they want to Invite defeat, let them 
do it with their eyes open. Next year 
we must elect a Senator and a Presi- 
dent.
